able to carry on their own correspondence by 
leiter, and keep their own accounts.

practicable. 
" Knowledge is power," and 


just as the people rise in the scale of intelli- 
gence, so will their social inequalities smooth 
und adjust themselves. This is the general! 


remedy, but every individual; can do some-: 
thing to alleviate the existing troubles. 


A mistress of :i family who has a little i 


thought can always avoid the common trouble j 
of ehanjriiif* girls every week or month,' if she 
tries. In the, fist place she should give as 
hi^h wages or a little higher than is usual.— 
This will secure the best help going, and a 
quarter of a dollar a week is a small item in 
household expenses, and one well laid out if 
it bring a better girl. 
Then sho should see 


that her girls' bed and room are comfortable, 
and make herself acquainted with the state of 
her health and her family circumstances. 
She 


should take care that she does her work at a 
time when she is best able to do it. 
For in- 


stance, if it is wash-day—by the way, we 
hate net wash-days—and it rains, it shows a 
good feeling for the mistress to say, "do not 
wash to-day, Mary ! You will abuse your 
health going out in the rain." 
Or if Mary 


has a cold, or head-ache, mistress should see 
tho washing is deferred, and should volunteer 
her help on account of Mary's indisposition— 
She should make her girl feel that her health 
and happiness is a matter of deep interest to 
her. 
Then she should show her good will by 


encouraging her lo take care of her clothes—- 
by showing and assisting her in making and 
mending—she should try to give her indepen- 
dence, by trying to teach her economy, and 
encourage, her to save something, to be provi- 
ded for accidents, or to rise above her pres- 


< nt condition—present some object of ambi- 
tiuri to her mind, either learning something 
or st.'ciiring something desirable. With this 
kind of treatment nineteen girls out of twen- 
ty will be pretty good girls, and daily grow 
better. 
Women who employ girls are espe- 


cially bound in common justice and by the 
ties of a common humanity, to attend to their 
health, and see that tho girls do not wilfully 
and ignorantly entail disease upon themselves/ 
Some of tho angriest words and most positive 
contentions we have ever had with girls has 
been lo prevent their scrubbing and scouring 
and slopping about when we knew they were 
not able. 


We hnvc no sympathy with that house- 


keeping pride which can plume itself on al- 
ways having the washing done on some 
par- 


ticular dav, and a certain amount of scouring 
and furbishing and scrubbing done every week, 
regardless of the mental and physical well-be- 
\ni> of those who perform the labor. Every 
housekeeper has some particular pride and 
ours is, that no one with our consent, was ev- 
er deprived of needful rest, or even health- 
ful recreation, to scrub our old kitchen or pol- 
i-.li our tin pans ; yet kitchen and pans have 
always answered the purpose for which they 
wore intended, and are in moderately good 
repair to-day.
